f you have ever built a tower from building 
blocks, then you understand how small parts 
can work together to make a larger structure. 
Similarly, if you have ever taken apart a tower 
of blocks, you know what it means to find the 
small- est unit that makes up a larger structure. 
Living organisms are like that tower of blocks, 
except the blocks are cells. Cells are the 
building blocks of life. 
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
